His appeal impressed me, and 
I accepted the appointment at once.” 

Judge Reynolds declined to discuss 
the Creecy trial. 

“I have read a great deal concerning 
the case in the newspapers,” he said, 
“but I have not formed an opinion 
which would justify its expression.

Must Have Good Men

tor. The troubles of the people of St. 
Charles over the broken down garbage 
plant ‘and its nauseating aroma are 
mild as compared with those of the 


Clevelana avenue people. 

Three times each week there is great 
commotion on this otherwise quiet res- 
idence street. On Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays the population of the 
street is about equally divided between 
the alley fence and the back yard, all 
eagerly. craning necks for a glimpse of 
the collector’ of garbage. In order ta 
get him some of them have to stand 
around for half an hour with ‘the gar- 
bage pail on their arms ready to run 
to the front or back way, just as he 
happens to come, 

The trouble is declared to be resultant 
from the dilatory tactics of the alley 
contractor, G. Eyermann & Bros. In 
June last year brick for the alley was 
hauled, and people expected it would be 
in before fall.

Enumerators Work at Night 
to Catch Weary Willies 
- “at Home.” 


The census of downtown lodging 
houses in Si. Louis will be taken at 
night, it was announced at the office 
of Census Supervisor H. A. Baker, Sat- 
urday. The taking of the census began 
Friday, and the first day’s work con- 
vinced the enumerators that it was no 


use trying to catch the hoboes “at 
home” in the daytime. 

No single class of persons is so petted 
in the taking of the census as the in- 
dependent hobo. Families of the high- 
est social standing and wealth, as well 
as the inmates of institutions, public 
and private, are enumerated in bulk on 
big schedule sheets for the sake of 
convenience and speed. 

But there is nothing so common 
about the hobo. There is a separate 
census sheet for each one, the principal 
reason -for this being that nobody 
knows his name or his business or when 
he'll be “at home,” except himself. 

Work Is On in Earnest. 

That the taking of the census has 
begun in earnest was plain Saturday 
from the reports that reached the su- 
pervisor’s office from the enumerat- 
ors. 

One enumerator sprained his ankle 
in his haste to get away from a res- 
idence in the neighborhood of 4900 
Easton avenue, and is teniporarily re- 
lieved of work. Deputy Supervisor 
Carter says he has been informed that 
the mishap was accfiental. 


MAN'S NECK BROKEN BY PILE 
OF IRON UNDERMINED BY RAIN 


Laborer in Belleville Range 
Works Leaves Wife and 
1Two Children. 


Gustav Herbig; £ yéars old, of ® 
South Washington street, Belleville, ws 
instantly killed by the breaking of his 
neck when a pile of pig iron fell on 
him at the plant of the Belleville Stove 
and Range Works on South Race street, 

Herbig was a laborer whose work was 
to carry pigs of iron from the yard to 
j the cupola. The pigs, weighing from 70 
to 100 pounds, were piled ike cordwood 
in the yard. He Was between two of the 
plies whén one of them, undermined by 
the heavy rains of Friday night, toppled 
over on him, crushing him against the 
other’ pile. William Koesberg, foreman 
of the cupola, missed him and went to 
look for him. He found Herbig under 
the pile of iron. It took workmen half 
an hour to reach his body. 

Herbig leaves a wife and two chil- 
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contractor plowed up the alley, making 
Hit impassable, and the Street Commuis- 
sioner notified hous@holders to place 
j their garbage cans in front. 

No other work was done on the al- 
Fey until a few weeks ago. In the 
meantime the people had been compelled 
to carry their garbage pails to the street 
and leave them for the collector, sub- 
ject to any sort of abuse that careless 
people might care to inflict. Several 
cans were stolen and others were bat- 
tered up in various ways. 

A week ago the brick was laid in the 
alley and the neighborhood breathed a 
sigh of relief. They put their garbage 
pails in the back yard, next to the gate 
where they would, be nandy for the col- 
lector.

Apple King’s’ M Mind, Nearly 
Wrecked by What He 
Fhought Was Holdup. 


The shock of an imaginary encounter 
with ‘a footpad as he was running to 
catch a street car in the early mora- 
ing is thought to have been the indi- 
rect cause of the death of Conrad 
Schopp, the “Apple King,’’ Friday night 
at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 


Paralysis was the direct cause. 

For years Schopp had been in the 
habit of leaving his home at 3832 Wash- 
ington boulevard as early as 1 o'clock 
in the morning to go to his offices at 
1001 North Third street. One morning, 21 
months ago, he heard, or thought he 
heard a voice calling on him to halt. 
He was ill all day from shock and two 
qmonths later was taken to the hospl- 
tal with his nefves in a hopeless con- 
dition.

apple dealer of the world. He started 
in peddling the fruit just after he came 
to this country with his parents, at the 
age of 14. So successful was he as 4 
peddier that three years later he had 
set up for himself in a »commission 
shop. 
Lost $300,000 in Corner, 

Though Schopp. lost $300,000 trying to 
corner the apple crop-in 1908, his widow 
and other, members of the family su 
that he accepted the loss philosophically 
agd recouped it with good contracts in 
the next few years. Produce and com- 
mission men say ‘that Schopp tried to 
cérner the apple crop in 1907 and that 
worry over his failure resulted in his 
nervous breakdown and ultimate retire- 
ment from business. Members of the 
family say that Schopp did not lose 
much money in 1907. 

In the Spanish-American War, Schopp 
accomplished a feat that gained him 
Considerable fame. The commissary 
department of the United States army 
Sent out an emergency appeal for po- 
tatoes for the troops at Tampa, Fia. 
Within twenty-four hours Schopp had 
30 car loads on the way to Tampa. 

Schopp was the first American ex- 
porter to ship’ apples to Europe. He 
built up a big foreign trade and to sup- 
bly it established branch houses in 
Texas and Florida at coast points. 

He was 56 years old and leaves be- 
sides a widow, who was his «second 
wife, these children: Mrs. Katherine 
Ebling, Miss Marie Schopp, Edward H., 
Conrad L., Lawrenée O. and Reynold 
8. Schopp.

EDUCATED NEGRO’S ETHICS. 
OBERT LEWIS WARING, a col- 
ored lawyer of Washington, D. 
C., is undoubtedly highly educat- 
ed intellectually, but his ethical faculty 
appears to need development. In a well 
written and interesting romance of 
Southern life entitled “As We See It,” 
he eloquently pleads the cause of- his 
race, especially that part of it which 
is “doing something, whose lives, homes 
and successes are:the same as those of 
other men, and who, starting from noth- 
ing, have in 50 years accumulated in 
the aggregate more than $260,000,000 
worth of property.” Against this order- 
ly and progressive class of negroes he 
places in contrast the shiftless, illiterate 
Southern class known as “crackers,”’ to 
whom he credits most of the unreason- 
ing prejudice which asserts unquench- 
able hatred for every member of the ne- 
gro race. His picture of this cracker 
class is’drawn in colors that would 
scorch those whom he portrays, if their 
attention could be drawn to it, which is 
hardly possible, because of their {llit- 
eracy. 

The ethical defect in Mr. Waring's 
book, however, is that it teaches ‘the 
Mosaic doctrine of retribution—‘“an eye 
for an eye, a tooth for a teoth’’—in’ the 
baldest manner.

He characterizes them as fools, puts a 
short and ugly prefix to it and asserts 
he doesn’t give a rap what they do. 
There are enly a few of them, any- 
Way, says the Duke—300 or #0 maybe— 
just enough to constitute a nuisance 
with another short and ugly word in 
front of it. | 

They prove that they are both fools 
and nuisances, according to the Duke, 
by shying bricks at the Prime Min- 
ister, and the Members of Parliament 
are in session doing their level best to 
run the Government without the help of 
the women. And when a Cabinet offi- 
cer hies to hill and heath at the week- 
end to escape them,. they climb .fences 
to head him.off and call him names. 

“Neither myself nor my wife has any 
sympathy with these women,” said the 
Duke, “‘and we do not care to have 
anything to’ do with them.” He adds 
that he does not think the movement 
amounts to much or ever will.
